Radio ‘Hams’ 


Ham radio operators have pianeered gen-= 
eral radio broadcasting since 1917, when 
wircless was the means of local and world- 
wide communications, The significance of 
the word "ham" originated, Interestingly 
enough when the British added an "h" to 
game of thelr words, nesulting in" hamabeur” 
being abbreviated to "ham," indicating a 
person new and inexperienced in the field. 
Actually, a true ham radio operator, unlike 
a commercial two-way radio operator, is 
licensed to operate radio units up to 1000 
walls, permitting world-wide communica 
tion, He must also be proficient in his 
knowledge and use of the Morse code,
